Reverend Arthur Washington Jones was born in Rutherford, New Jersey where his name is inscribed in the 
cornerstone of the Mt. Ararat Baptist Church with a prayer offered by his father, Reverend Arthur D. Jones that 
God would use his son to glorify and honor Him. 


Young Arthur attended the public schools in Plainfield, New Jersey, before preparing himself for the ministry 
by studying at Philadelphia Bible Institute, now a part of the Philadelphia College of Bible, and the School of 
Religion at Temple University. Later in his life he studied Greek and Hebrew at the Union Theological Seminary 
in New York City. 


Reverend Jones began his official service of his God and His people at the Evergreen Baptist Church of Palmyra, 
New Jersey. His service continued at Loyal Baptist Church of Danville, Virginia, St. Paul's Baptist Church of East 
Riverton, New Jersey, and the Zion Baptist Church of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Finally, he was called to the 
pastorate at Pilgrim Baptist Church of Newark, New Jersey where for forty-one years he further demonstrated 
his dedication to his God and His people. It was there he became Pastor Emeritus on January 16, 1991. 


Throughout hi dship at Pilgrim Baptist Church, he imbued hi a commitment to serve 
the community of Newark. He employed every manner of which-he knev-to lead-God's children to Him. 
Reverend Jones witnessed from door to door for Christ. He opened a missionary to feed the hungry. And 
through his leadership Pilgrim Baptist Church oversaw the construction of Pilgrim Baptist Vilage | and IL. This

congregation also spearheaded the Rodin of several single family homes in the City of Orange. 


Reverend Jones' commitment to sharing his love of Christ was not confined to the walls of Pilgrim Baptist 
Church, nor was it confined to the boundaries of Newark, New Jersey. He served as President of the Ministers’ 
Conference in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania and its vicinity, and as President of the Hampton Institute Ministers 
Conference in Hampton, Virginia. He brought his love for Christ to politics as an alternate delegate to a 
Republican Convention, and it was with him as he marched with the late Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. from Selma 
to Montgomery. 


And still there was love to share, for Reverend Jones was a loving husband, father, grandfather, great - 
grandfather and friend. Surviving Reverend Arthur W. Jones are his wife of fifty-five years, Ruth Brothers Jones; 
his children, Ruth DuBois, Fay and Herbert Hagler, and Grace and Wilburn Sells. He was blessed with eight 
grandchildren and two great-grandchildren, as well as three sisters, a brother and many other relatives and dear 
friends. 


Rev. Arthur Washington Jones devoted his life to serving the Lord. He often said, “if | can help to save just one 
soul then my life will not have been in vain.” There are many who could testify that the life of Reverend Arthur 
Washington Jones was not in vain. Reverend Jones's family requests that no flowers be sent. He dreamed of 
a new home for Pilgrim Baptist Church.
